,• The village at present has a 6-inch main serving the north part ol 
the village and connecting to the new 8-Inch pipe that carries water on 
North ave. to the new subdivision of the Crown Realty Co. which is now 
a part of the village. ■ ? 

j. At the last board meeting It was 
realized that another main of larger ' 
dimension would be needed but it 
was thought that the improvement 
would not be necessitated for two 
or three years, 
.Then things happened^ 

.Lots Sell Rapidly 
The sale of lots in the new sub- 
division was more rapid than ex- 
pected- and' building construction is 
expected to be as .much In two 
years as was expected . for ' three 
years. Not. only has there been an 
increase in water users in the' new 
subdivision but hi other parts of 
the . north side of Antioch because 
of. new homes. . 

The need for the new. main , Is 
coming much sooner than expected, 
in fact, some of the board members 
say it should' be laid immediately. 
Add to ; 'the problem" is the re-' 
quest of, the Crown Realty Co. for 
water service to 'that part of its sub- 
division across the line in Wisconsin 
along Cross Lake, 

To Setup Utility Company 
Antioch cannot - legally deal with 
property owners there under the 
present set-up so the firm of Ben- 
jamin and Land, bond house with 
which Max Horwitz of the Crown 
Realty Co, and the village both deal, 
proposes to set up a utility company 
which it has done' at other 1 places, 
and the village would sell water to - 
that company which would supply 
to Wisconsin residents.

It is the 
27% per cent tax depletion allowance on Income from 
oil producing activities. 

The head of a major oil company recently had 
this to say about the depletion allowance's import- 
ance: "Any reduction in this provision of the tax 
law would adversely affect the stability of the pe- 
troleum industry. 

"In making provision for the depletion tax 
allowance, Congress recognized the basic fact that 
not only oil and natural gas, but all other minerals 
In the ground, arc capital assets of the owner. 
Once used, they cannot be replaced. 

"Exploring for oil, always tremendously expen- 
sive, is increasing in cost every year. Without the 
incentive and capital recovery provided by the de- 
pletion allowance, many companies and individuals 
woulld be unable to continue oil exploration and 
drilling." 

In wildcatting operations, only one out of eight 
or nine wells sunk turns out to be a producer. The 
rest are worthless. If we want men to take such 
long risks as these we must offer them suitable 
Inducements.

Each year' a study is conducted at Harvard Uni- 
versity of a groiip of chain stores In the variety 
field. 

The result of the 1D53 study, covering 40 of these 
chain systems, was recently released. And it con- 
tains some facts of general interest. _. 

Tho companies reported a slight Improvement 
In their gross profit margin as compared with 1952. 
But mounting expenses' reduced' their net profits. 
These came to 3.8 per cent' of soles — less than four 
cents out of each dollar their customers spent with 
them— last year. Payroll 'costs accounted for the main 
increase In expensee, reachlng*~n new high.

Dear members of the Antioch Le- 
gion Post 748:

Everything was very 
wonderful on the train as we had 
all the conveniences and comforts 
of home. We arrived at Washings 
ton D. C. at 9:40 a. m.

Later in the afternoon.Mr.Lowe, 
husband of the secretary, Mrs. Nita 
Lowe, of the American Legion's 
Washington headquarters, met us at 
the hotel and took us on our first 
tour. First point of interest that we 
went to was the Lincoln Memorial. 
It is built of white marble. Then 
we drove out to Arlington and vis- 
ited Gen. Lee's mansion and Ar- 
lington National Cemetery to the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
which is guarded at all times and a 
change of guard takes place every 
two hours. The guards stand very 
erect and hardly move even an eye- 
lash. Arlington Cemetery is a very 
beautiful place, quiet and serene. 

Our next stop was the Zoological 
Park and from there we went to the 
Smithsonian Institution where they 
had everything including the dress- 
es worn by wives of the Past Presi- 
dents, etc. to the Spirit of St. Louis,) 
Lindbergh's plane. The Smith- 1 
son i an Institution certainly was very 
interesting, Wc then took a ride out 
to Haines Point Harbor which they, 
call the Tidal Basin where they 
have boat rides on the Potomac. 
After our first big day, we took in 
Cineramera and we actually thought 
we were riding in a plane. 

On Tuesday afternoon, we took 
off for Great Falls, Virginia, which 
is really beautiful— they claim that 
it is even more beautiful than Nia- 
gara Falls. Next Mr. Lowe took us 
to Washington Monument and we 
had intended to go up in the ele- 
vator to the top, but there were so 
many people waiting that we were 
unable to go. From in ere we went 
to Jefferson Memorial, then to the 
Franciscan Monastery, then to the 
Shrine of Immaculate Conception 
which U on the grounds of the 
Catholic University of America. We 
then returned to the hotel about 
4:00 in the afternoon. Next I had 
my picture taken near the steps of 
the Capitol by Mr. John Newbauer 
who is the American Legion's Pub- 
lic relations man, 

Wednesday we went through the 
White House, then to the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving where they 
make our money. The rest of the 
altcrnoon we spent walking around 
town and visiting the department 
stores. 

Thursday morning we went to the 
Federal Bureau ot Investigation and 
then back to the hotel to check out. 
Then Mr. Lowe met us and took us 
to Mount Vernon. We saw Wash- 
ington's mansion and his tomb and

Forest Tree Seedlings 
Available from State 
In Orders of 500 Trees 



Lake County farmers may now 
reserve forest tree planting stock 
grown at then state - nurseries for 
field planting next spring, says Farm 
Adviser Ray T. Nicholas. 

New price lists and application 
forms are available at the'Farm Ad- 
viser's office In Grayslake. 

Use of forest tree seedlings and 
transplants grown by the state nur- 
series is restricted, Nicholas says. 
You can use them to. establish 
plantations to grow tree crops, con- 
trol erosion and furnish food and 
cover for wildlife. Or you can use 
them to develop shelter belts to pro- 
tect fields and crops from eroding 
or drying. winds. But you cannot 
use stocks from the state nursery 
for shade, ornamentation, landscap- 
ing or farmstead windbreaks, Nich- 
olas points out For these uses 
you'll have to get your trees from a 
commercial nursery. 

Fanners can get seedlings or 
transplants of eight species of ever- 
greens or conifers at the state nur- 
series: jack, red, white, shortleaf, 
Scotch and loblolly pine, red cedar 
and bald cypress. Prices range 
from $5.00 to $15.00 per thousand, 
depending on kind and age of stock. 
An order must total at least 500 
trees. 

Broad-leaved or hardwood species 
include one-year-old seedlings of 
ash, black locust, osage orange 
(hedge), red gum, soft maple and 
tulip; year old multiflora rose seed- 
lings for use in wildlife and fence- 
row plantings are valuable.
